The Far West’s “flood of a thou* 
sand years” entered the recov­ 
ery stage today as 15,000 home­ 
less families and hundreds of 
stricken farms and businesses 
dug out from nature’s $1-billion 
blow.

The report was identical in 
the five flood-distressed states 
of California, Oregon, Washing­ 
ton, Idaho and Nevada. 
Helicopters and jeeps brought 
the first outside food supplies in 
a week Tuesday to the last 
known isolated pocket — 500 
persons stranded in lumbering 
villages west of Yreka, Calif., 
near the Oregon border.

LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 
(A P) — Ironically, one hope of 
reaching some stability in 
the 
Congo and averting another Viet 
Nam is that the Communists 
may find it even more frustrat­ 
ing and 
maddening than the 
W est has. 
Thus far, although the mimeo­ 
graph m achines have been busy 
on both sides, neither E ast nor 
West appears heavily com m it­ 
ted in this country, which to the 
visitor, seems to have a natural 
instinct for anarchy, contradic­ 
tion and chaos. 
The 
Russians 
have 
talked 
loudly about aiding the Congo­ 
lese rebels but to date there is 
little sign they have. African 
countries such as Algeria, Gha­ 
na and the United Arab Repub­ 
lic apparently have sent some 
m aterial aid 
but. because of 
their own economic difficulties, 
Western sources doubt that they 
can send much. 
The Red Chinese have won 
considerable mileage on what 
appears to be little effort — 
some 
weapons, 
money 
and 
propaganda. The United States, 
which 
supported 
the 
central 
government 
with 
a 
fingers 
crossed attitude, now supplies 
the Congo about $50 million a 
year in aid, most of it in ag ri­ 
cultural surplus. 
As the cold 
w ar goes, this is small. 
If the Chinese increase their 
involvement in the m ineral-rich, 
strategically placed Congo, the 
United States m ay be forced to 
increase its com m itm ent — all 
of which could quickly escalate 
into another Viet Nam. The big 
question, then, is how interested

Without dropping an ideological 
stitch, Gbenya quickly replaced 
the letter with a sim ilar one ad ­ 
dressed to the American am bas­ 
sador. 
Captured 
documents 
show 
that some rebel leaders tried to 
borrow from the Red Chinese 
m anual of revolution. Thus, to 
keep the local populace on their 
side, rebel troops were admon­ 
ished against stealing from ci­ 
vilians. But this appeared to be 
no problem for the soldiers of 
the ‘‘Congo People’s Republic.” 
They would ask a civilian for 
his money or jewelry and if he 
obliged, 
surely

stealing? The fact that the re ­ 
quest was 
made at gunpoint 
seemed irrelevant.

Congo's chances of survival as a 
nation as a race against time. 
The United Nations has a tech­ 
nical assistance force here of 2.- 
000 experts all hurrying to teacn 
the government and mechanical 
skills. The Congo began inde­ 
pendence four years ago without 
a college graduate of its own, 
without one Congolese military 
officer, without one man trained 
in government. Now there are a 
few and m ore are studying at 
universities abroad and small 
schools here. The first class of 
Congolese judges was graduated 
only a few weeks ago. Army 
officers are being trained 
in 
Belgium and Israel. All of this 
takes tim e. 
Meanwhile, the United States 
supports the Tshombe regime 
as the only one now capable of 
governing at all.

Diplomatically,

hell of a pounding. We knew we 
would by supporting Tshombe, 
who is so thoroughly hated else­ 
where in Africa. But he is able, 
and he was the choice of the 
legal government, and we sup­ 
port the legal government. 
“ The 
alternative 
would 
be 
complete unending chaos. Un­ 
less the Congo learns something 
about governm ent and national 


unity, it will fall apart into sep­ 
arate warring states. One or 
two might be pro-Western, and 
others 
procom m unist. 
There 
would be so much fighting that 
in the end it would cost every­ 
body m ore.” 
Why doesn't the United States 
just pull out and save itself the 
possible agony of another Viet 
Nam? 
“ Because the Congo Is the 
heart of Africa and controls the 
approaches to much of the con­ 
tinent. I don’t think the Rus­ 
sians are serious here, they’re 
just keeping an oar rn because 
they’re worried more about the 
Chinese than us. 
“ And 
we’re 
more 
worried 
about the Chinese than the Rus­ 
sians. They’ve already bought 
Burundi, 
a 
small neighboring 
kingdom. They are very active 
across the river in the other 
Congo. 
They 
are 
increasing 
their influence in Tanganyika 
and are moving into the Sudan. 
You can’t just let a continent as 
big and im portant as Africa go 
by default. 
While talking, the A m erican, 
had been trying 
to reach 
a 
m em ber of the Congolese C abi-1 
net by phone. After three tries, 
he finally got a dial tone. Then 
he got a busy signal. Then he 
got the wrong num ber, none of 
which is unusual in the chaotic 
Leopoldville phone system.

HEALTH HAZARDS 


Q. Why are detergents more harmful thorn 
soap in seater pollution? 


A. Because most synthetic detergents, unlike 
soaps, are relatively resistant to the action of 
bacteria and are therefore difficult to remove 
from water. Soaps can be removed relatively 
completely in waste water-treatment plants and 
are readily broken down (degraded) biologically 
by bacterial action in streams and soils. On the 
other hand, only about 50 per cent of deter­ 
gents are removed by the usual water-treatment 
process and they persist for long periods in 
streams because they are resistant to break-down 
by bacterial action. Foaming is another objec­ 
tionable feature of water polluted by detergents. 
In some areas enough detergent carries over into 
the household water supply to cause tap water 
to foam. The detergent industry has announced 
its intention to manufacture detergents devoid 
of these objectionable features in the future.
